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Citizens of South San Francisco 
Attend Enthusiastic Mass Meeting 
In Metropolitan Hall Monday Night 


One of the most enthusiastic mass 
meetings ever held in South San Fran¬ 
cisco took place last Monday evening 
in Metropolitan Hall. 

The meeting was held under the 
auspices of the South San Francisco 
Improvement Club and was for the 
purpose of hearing a report from the 
committee who have had in charge the 
work of appearing before the San Mateo 
County Board of Supervisors and pre¬ 
senting a petition from the citizens of 
this town who desire the opportunity of 
voting whether South San Francisco 
shall be merged into a municipality of 
the sixth class. After appearing many 
times during the past four months, the 
committee was finally enabled to get 
the petition granted by the Board, but 
not before quite a section of territory 
had been eliminated from territory 
asked for, including Tanforan Park, 
the Fifth Addition to San Bruno and 
the Smelter site, with its water front. 

The Supervisors granted the petition 
and perfected the boundary lines for 
the new city on Monday, August Bd, 
and authorized an election to be held 
here on Thursday, September Bd, on 
which date the citizens of South San 
Francisco can vote for or against incor¬ 
poration and for a set of officers to 
govern it. 

The South San Francisco Improve¬ 
ment Club immediately proceeded to 
make arrangements to hold citizens’ 
mass meetings every Monday night up 
to the time of the special election, at 
which meetings the whole subject 
matter on incorporation would be 
thoroughly discussed. 

The first meeting of the campaign 
last Monday night was a very auspic¬ 
ious one, which practically foretold the 
success of the movement on election 
day. 

The hall was well filled with citizens, 
there also being several ladies in the 
audience. A large map was displayed 
on the chairman’s rostum, showing 
the extent of territory to be included 
in the new city and with its boundary 
lines. 

Shortly after 8 o’clock, Judge A. 
McSweeney, President of the South 
Ban Francisco Improvement Club, 
called the meeting to order, and E. 1. 
Woodman acted as secretary.

After the chairman stated the object 
of the meeting, E. E. Cunningham 
was introduced as the first speaker. 

Mr. Cunningham said that the agita¬ 
tion to bring about the incorporation 
of South Ban Francisco into a city of 
the sixth class was started by the citi¬ 
zens of this town, and not by the South 
Ban Francisco Land and Improvement 
Company nor the Western Meat Com¬ 
pany. The idea was that the people 
here wanted home government. He 
went over the ground fully covering 
the detail work that had been done by 
the Improvement Club committee be¬ 
fore the Supervisors and the result that 
had been accomplished. There had 
been quite a contest before the Super¬ 
visors while the committee had en¬ 
deavored to have the entire water front 
here included in the limits of the new 
city. But members of the Board had 
objected, and it was finally decided to 
accept what the Supervisors saw fit to 
grant with the prospect in view of 
annexing the cut-off territory at some 
future time. The water front of Ban 
Mateo County had been under county 
control for about fifty years and it had 
done nothing except to lease a small 
portion at Half Moon Bay. He said 
the citizens of South Ban Francisco 
should vote in favor of incorporation 
now, because later it will be very hard 
to obtain as much territory. He then 
went into the matter of self-govern¬ 
ment. The beginning of all govern¬ 
ment was in this town. Instead of 
being under the government of one 
man in this Township—the Supervisor 
—as at present, if incorporation comes 
the people here will govern themselves 
through a local board of trustees. 
Meetings will be held every Monday 
night during this month, similar to the 
old town meetings that prevail in the 
Eastern States, at which all citizens will 
have an opportunity to express their 
ideas. He said under incorporation all 
revenues from licenses would be kept 
at home, and in sufficient amount, 
about $10,000 or $12,000, to be used in 
permanent street or sewer improve¬ 
ment, besides paying salaries of offi¬ 
cials. The tax rale could be made 
very low. 

Henry Ward Brown, of Colma, who 
has been acting as one of the attorneys 
for the Improvement Club in the in¬ 
corporation matter, was the next 
speaker. He explained the various 
legal points connected with the ques¬ 
tion. He said the people of the town 
had a right to govern themselves. The 
people in California have less to say 
| about what kind of government they 
1 shall have than any other Btate in the 
Union. There are three kinds of gov¬ 
ernments— Btate, county and city. 
There are different kinds of city govern¬ 
ments, from first class, cities of 1(K),0(K) 
; population or more, to sixth class, 
cities in excess of 500 and less than 
8000. South Ban Francisco will be¬ 
long to the latter class. The Btate 
Legislature has the power to perfect 
uniform county governments, but has 
never done so. The First Township,

INCORPORATION. 


On last Monday evening the peo i 

j 

pie of South San Francisco met in 
Metropolitan I Lull to hear the re¬ 
port of the Committee on Incor¬ 
poration. The committee gave oiu- 
people a full account of the contest 
before the Board of Superv isors, 
from which it appeared that the! 
cutting out of Tanforan Park and 
the Fifth Addition to San Bruno 
by the Board of Supervisors \vas| 
by and with the consent of our 
local committee on incorporation, J 
and the result of a compromise 
upon the subject of the boundary 
between South San Francisco and j 
San Bruno, made by and between 
tin' committees representing said 
towns. The territory excluded by 
the Board of Supervisors within 
what is known as the factory dis¬ 
trict was made by the Board | 
against the strenuous protest ot oui- 
local committee. This excluded 
territory covers all the land known 
as the smelter site and all the ele¬ 
vated land adjoining thereto, and 
a portion of the water front lying 
to the north of the smelter lands. 

Notwithstanding the loss of a 
portion of the water front and fac¬ 
tory district, the committee recoin- 
mends the incorporation of this 
town, in which recommendation 
The Enterprise unhesitatingly| 
joins. 

The most valuable portion of the ! 
water front, as well as all of the 
factories in operation, together 
with the larger part of the factory 

| 

district, remains within the boun¬ 
daries of the territory to be incor -1 
porated. Should incorporation now 
fail it is extremely doubtful if so 
much can be obtained in the future. 

Once incorporated, the City of 
South San Francisco can extend 
her boundaries, independently of 
the Board of Superv isors, or any 
other board, power or persons, 
save only the consent of its own 
citizens and the residents of the! 
territory to be annexed. Once in¬ 
corporated,* the people of South 
San Francisco will govern them- 
selves in all local matters, instead 
of being governed by the Board of i 


Supervisors, a body elected by the 
entire County of San Mateo, and in 
whose election the people of this 
town count for very little. This 
is the question and issue presented 
in this contest to our people. It 
is the world old question of home 
rule and local self-government. In 
determining this matter the one 
and only question the people have 
to decide is, shall they govern 
themselves or shall they be gov¬ 
erned by others'! 

The only ground for opposition 
to incorporation is the fear—or 

( 

danger, if you will—of increase of 
taxes. Such fear is more imagi¬ 
nary than real, for the reason that 
the law restricts the power of city 
trustees in levying taxes for city 
purposes, the maximum being 75 
cents on the one hundred dollars 
of the assessed valuations. At 
present the tax rate in this county, 
for State and County purposes, is 
$1.50 per $100. Of this total the 
sum of 50 cents on the $100 is road 
tax. Therefore, without any in¬ 
crease w hatever over the present 
rate, there would be 50 cents on 
every $100 of assessed valuations 
on property within the limits of 
the incorporation, which would be 
diverted from the county road 
fund and.which would go into the 
city treasury and become available 
as a street improvementfund. As 
to the salaries of city officials and 
the cost of maintaining the city 
government, the licenses now paid 
by saloon men, merchants, peddlers 
and others to the county would, 
when paid into the city treasury, 
pay all the cost of the city govern¬ 
ment. 

The question of the incorpora¬ 
tion of the City of (South San Fran’- 
cisco has passed the Board of 
Supervisors, and now presents it¬ 
self for the consideration of the 
people of this town, it is for the 
people to decide; to accept or to 
reject. 

In case the people decide in favor 
of incorporation, then it becomes 
the duty of each and every voter 
to consider and weigh vveli the 
matter of the selection anil elec¬ 
tion of the Board of Trustees and 
other officials, particularly that of 
City Clerk, as the latter official is 
also ex-officio City Assessor. 

The best men in the city should 
be chosen without regard to politics, 
but with regard to having every 
interest and locality fairly repre¬ 
sented. With honest and capable 
officials incorporation will be of 
vast benefit and the real beginning 
of the future great City of South 
San Francisco.

PRESIDENTIAL CAMPAIGN.

The National candidates of the 
two great parties have been named 
and have accepted the nominations 
and platforms of their respective 
parties. The Presidential campaign 
may be said to have been opened. 
The people have not as yet come 
to any careful or serious considera¬ 
tion of the merits or demerits of 
the Republican and Democratic 
party platforms. 

The public has not as yet 
gone beyond a general view or 
rather a long distance glimpse of 
the two leading Presidential candi¬ 
dates. 

Up to date, about all the public 
thought or mind has really grasped 
is the fact that the choice forPres- 
dent lies between Taft and Bryan. 

Thus far there has been no at¬ 
tempt, even, at an analysis by the 
public, of the character and per¬ 
sonality of either candidate. There 
is a general feeling and under¬ 
standing that both are men of high 
moral character, high ideas and 
thoroughly honest And sincere. 

The study of the important 
question as to which one of the 
two has, in the highest measure, 
those especial moral and mental 
qualities which go to make and 
equip the highest type of a great 
executive official will be reached 
by the American people later in 
this campaign. 

When the time comes to con¬ 
sider this latter question, and the 
American people come to a serious 
consideration of the personality 
and fitness of the two leading Pres¬ 
idential candidates for the highest 
executive office in the land, then 
the real actualgreatness and super¬ 
iority of Win. H. Taft over Win. J. 
Bryan for the great office of Chief 
Executive of this great country 
will appear and be so plainly evi¬ 
dent that there can be no room 
for doubt in the mind of the aver¬ 
age, ordinary, honest, plain every 
day American citizen and voter. 
When it comes to the point of con¬ 
sideration by the American public 
of the personality of Presidential 
candidates, Mr. Bryan will take 
his true place as a brilliant, sin 
cere, but erratic, advocate and 
proponent of certain advanced and 
somewhat extreme ideas in govern¬ 
ment. In the matter of combined 
capital and industrial activity and 
development he will be found lean¬ 
ing decidedly to the socialistic idea 
of public ownership, absolutely of 
all the public utilities; a step, yes, 
a long stride, towards the socialis¬ 
tic idea of the ownership in common 
of everything in the form of prop 
erty, the elimination in the social 
and civic fabric of all property 
rights, of competition, and of the 
individual. 

In contrast, Taft will appear as 
the political heir, the legitimate' 
successor of the Rooseveltian Re¬ 
publican theories, viz., the regula¬ 
tion and control of all organized; 
capital, to the end that such aggre-) 
gations of capital shall in no wise I 
encroach upon the rights or liber-! 
ties of the people; that there shall I 
be general and universal fair play, ! 
a square deal and even.and exact J 
justice for high and low, for all 
classes, the rich and the poor alike. ' 
Taft will be found to be the advo -1 
cate and exponent for years of 
this modern American doctrine of 
clean government and civic right- i 
eousness. Above all it will appear 
that Taft is the seasoned and tried 
statesman and executive official. 
That in the chaos and wild disor¬ 
der of all gov ernment in the Philip¬ 
pines, Taft brought order, system 
and personal liberty to all out of 
confusion and prospective ruip. 
Passing the personality of the Pres-' 


idential candidates, a glance at the 
platforms will show both parties 
striving for a number of reforms, 
without any difference, save some 
slight variation as to the proced¬ 
ure to reach a common end. 

There will be found, however, 
one issue, an old and vital one, on 
which the two platforms, the two 
great parties and their candidates 
are diametrically, positively and 
uncompromisingly opposed, the 
one side standing for a protective 
tariff, the other for a tariff for rev¬ 
enue only. The side of Taft

This 
question will come before the meet¬ 
ing on Monday evening next and 
every citizen who feels an interest 
in incorporation should be present 
at said meeting. This matter nas 
been thoroughly considered by 
Henry Ward Brown, attorney for 
incorporation p e t i t i o ners. Mr. 
Brown will be present at Monday 
evening’s meeting.
